Prior to this action, mobilization 
of two French military classes— 
those of 1914 and 1915—was reveal­ 
ed as the Petain government moved 
into the European totalitarian line­ 
up. 
Mobilization of still more military 
classes will follow, it was stated. 
Shortly before approving altera­ 
tion of the constitution, the cham­ 
ber of deputies unanimously adopted 
a resolution calling for investigation 
of France s part in the European 
war against Germany for the pur­ 
pose of “appropriate expiation."

many as 350,000 Pennsylvanians 
may have to register with the 
federal government and have 
their fingerprint* taken under 
the recent enacted alien reg­ 
istration law, it was estimated 
here today. 
That was the esim&te made by 
William R. Douglas, director of the 
state alien registration bureau. An­ 
other estimate made by the state 
department 
of 
public 
instruction 
placed tiie number of aliens in the 
state at 131.914, according to a cen­ 
sus taken by school authorities a 
few years ago. 
Begins September 
Aliens will have four months in 
which to register, beginning Sep­ 
tember 1. Registrations will be made 
at local postoffices. 
It was understood that in addi­

Will Involve 409,000 Troops 
The August war games will in­ 
volve the largest peace-time concen­ 
tration of American fighting forces 
ever undertaken. The 400,000 troops 
will be drawn from the regular army 
and the National Guard. 
Four army areas have been se­ 
lected for the games. These are be­ 
tween Plattsburg and Watertown. N.

W A SH IN G T O N , Ju ly 9,—Senate 
M ajority Leader Barkley of K en ­ 
tucky predicted after a W hite House 
conference that congress would re­ 
cess Thursday for 10 days because 
of the Democratic national conven­ 
tion in Chicago next week. 
Barkley, 
Vice-President 
Garner, 
Speaker Bankhead and House M a­ 
jority Leader Rayburn met with Mr. 
Roosevelt 
in the regular Monday 
conference shortly after the presi­ 
dent returned from Hyde Park. 
According to Barkley, the presi­ 
dent still did not know* when he 
would send the special message to 
congress for $5,000.000,000 more for 
national 
defense. 
The 
president, 
Barkley said, was still awaiting army 
and navy estimates. 
Barkley explained that the con­ 
gressional leaders had “ a general 
discussion'' with the president over 
the legislative situation on Capitol 
Hill. 
Barkley added that congress 
expects to get to work on the ex­ 
cess profits tax in a few days, when 
the treasury prepares an estimate 
of the tax it is expected to yield.

July 9—A 70-mile- 
an-hour "sedan bus” service to link 
Pittsburgh and Harrisburg via the 
new Pennsylvania turnpike in three 
and a half hours was proposed to 
the Public Utility commission today. 
The applicant was the Harmony 
Short Line Motor Transportation 
company which proposed to run four 
trips each way daily over the 196.5 
mile route. The trip would cost $5 
one way. 
W alter L. Welsh, general pas­ 
senger agent of the line, told exam ­ 
iner 
Norman 
Ditiey 
that 
sedans 
carrying a driver and seven passen­ 
gers would be used. They would take 
route 30 to Irwin. The turnpike 
(tunnel superhighway» to Middle­ 
sex and Route 11 to Harrisburg. 
Of the total distance, the tu rn ­ 
pikes 155 miles would be cover­ 
ed at an average speed of 70 miles 
and hour for 140 miles, and «0 
miles an hour for 15 miles Welsh 
testified. 
The sedans would slow down to 
an average of 32.8 miles an hour 
while passing through the 6.5 miles 
j of tunnels. Only stop enroute would 
j be a 10-minute rest at Bedford 
Welsh disclosed he had been ad­

Emergency Order 
To Protect Locks 
And River Duns 


(International N ew s Service) 
PITTSBURGH, 
July 9. — T h e 
United States Army Engineers today 
invoked emergency restrictions on 
the locks and dams in the Pitts­ 
burgh district, with the issuance of 
instructions prohibiting trespassing 
on federal property. 
The order, it was understood, af­ 
fects similar locks and dams over 
the nation. In the Pittsburgh area, 
it affects 31 locks and dams on the 
A1 leg hen y - Mononga hela - Ohio ri v e rs 
and their tributaries, but not the 
flood-control projects now under 
construction. 
Col. L. D. Worsham, new* district 
engineer who assumed control of 
the Pittsburgh office this morning, 
said the regulations would be en­ 
forced strictly, and no special per­ 
mits would be permitted, not even 
to newspapermen. 
The action was taken under au­ 
thority of a section of the rivers and 
harbors bill of 1917. A brief state­ 
ment, issued by the Pittsburgh office 
said: 
"Acting under instructions from 
higher authority, the U. S. Engineers 
office. Pittsburgh, Pa., has issued 
instructions today, rigidly restrict­ 
ing trespass on government proper­ 
ties a t locks dams and flbod control 
structures in the Pittsburgh district. 
The district office hopes to secure 
the desired result through the coop­ 
eration of the general public who 
will understand the necessity for 
such action at this time.”

made at Pennsylvania State Col­ 
lege by J. E. McCord, professor of 
farm management and agricultural 
economics, and C. E. Cronemyer, 
clerk in the departm ent of agricul­ 
tural economics. 
Half of this time is vspent on milk­ 
ing, the study shows. Each year 71 
to 87 hours are spent per cow on 
that particular labor. Feeding cows 
comes next, with an average of 37 
hours per cow. Cleaning stables re­ 
quires over 18 hours for each cow.
